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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-17 are pending as amended on 16 March 2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Applicant's amendment, filed 16 March 2006, with respect to the removal of 
parenthetical limitations and re-stating the Markush-type groups in the alternative has 
been fully considered and is corrective. 

The rejection of claims 7 and 14 under 35 USC 1 12 2 nd paragraph has been 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 and 35 USC § 103 

3. Applicant's arguments, filed 16 March 2006, particularly that US Patent 
5,597,517 (Chopdekar hereinafter) teaches halophenoxy derivatives of perylene, not the 
halo derivatives as claimed, have been fully considered and are persuasive. 

The rejection of claims 1, 4, 8-12, 15 and 17 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Chopdekar 
has been withdrawn. 

The rejection of claims 5-7, 13, 14 and 16 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Chopdekar in view of US Patent Application Publication 
2003/0116759 (Park '759 hereinafter) is withdrawn. 

The rejection of claims 2 and 3 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Chopdekar in view of US Patent Application Publication 2003/01 1 1649 (Park '649 
hereinafter) is withdrawn.
